cssa, at a meeting of the Appleton 
Forum in the high school audito- 
rium last night at which the ques- 
tion under discussion was "Shall 
Appleton have a visiting nurses as- 
sociation?" 


Mrs. Shepard, chairman of the 


women's auxiliary committee for 
the Neenah-Menasha 
association, 


and Miss Bouressa. supervisor of 
the nurses, described their service 
as one which covers the entire com- 
munity, making no distinctions, and 
has the sincere approval of the doc- 
tors. 


Characterizing the association as 


a "hospital without walls," Miss 
Bouressa 
pointed out that 
the 


nurses "not only give care to a pa- 
tient but teach some member of the 
family to administer it and encour- 
age hygiene in the home." 


Doctors welcome the work of the 


visiting nurses, the supervisor said, 
because it relieves them of much of 
the tedious care of patients. The 
nurses work closely with doctors, 
advising families when medical aid 
should be summoned. "Almost half 
of our requests to call at homes 
come from family physicians," she 
said. 


Traces History 


Mrs. Shepard traced the history 


of the Neenah-Menasha association, 
started 30 years ago, and gave a 
det-uled explanation of how it is or- 
ganized. "It is a non-sectarian and 
non-political organization," she said. 
"I4 is not lor charity but for nurs- 
ing. Everyone may use this service 
and pay according to their ability 
or not pay if they are unable. Last 
year 25 per cent of our service re- 
ceived full pay, 15 per cent part 
pay, and 60 per cent was free." 


It was emphasized uy both wom- 


en during their talks that the visit- 
ing nurses do not do social welfare 
work. If they find 
that a home 


needs such attention, they notify 
the proper agency. 


The Neenah-Menasha association 


was 23 per cent self-supporting last 
year and obtained the remaining 77 
per cent of its expenses by sub- 
scription. Salaries for the super- 
visor and three nurses, transporta- 
tion, health and dental centers and 
miscellaneous items made a total 
expenditure last year of $8,334. 


8 or 9 Calls a Day 


A nurse makes eight or nine calls 


a day. Miss Bouressa said, "We like 
to receive our daily calls early in 
the morning, by 8:3f) if possible. 
Those homes which need the help 
the most are visited first." 


If a nurse is visiting a home lor 


the first time, she brings a folder 
-.viJli her which explains the nurs- 
ing service so that a family will un- 
derstand it, Miss Bouressa said. 


Everyone who pays $1 or more is 


a member of the Neenah-Menasha 
Visiting Nurses association. The 
members elect 30 directors who in 
turn name officers.

A business advisory committee

The writers call themselves the Screen Writers Guild, 
and are a subsidiary of the Authors League. A group 
off dissenters among the writers have formed a rival 
or' counter organization known as the Screen Play- 
' wrights, which, inevitably, has been denounced as a 
house union, although its members work for various 
houses and bounce from one house to another as op- 
portunities occur, as, indeed, most writers do in the 
film business^ 
-•« There are also some rugged individualists of the 
Pegler 


' writing trade who refuse to join either union on grounds that they are 


doing fabulously well by comparison with their wildest dreams of the 
days when they were reading copy or chasing patrol wagons for news- 
papers at $50 a week, and that the Screen Writers Guild would deliver 
them into the control of the office of the Authors League in New York. 


The Screen Playwrights were or- 


ganized more for the purpose of re- 
sisting the attempts of the. guild to 
dominate the writing business than 
for' any constructive or remedial 
mission.

THE PLIGHT OF AUSTRIA 


Ever since the constitution was sus- 


pended in Austria that land has been cov- 
ered by fog. 


The Austrian situation is impressive 


with clear but terrible lessons. Perhaps 
the Austrians themselves were too close to 
the fighting in the streets to see or under- 
stand those lessons. Are we? 


It is noticeable that when a constitu- 


tion is suspended it seldom, if ever, be- 
comes unsuspended. When men have the 
right to brush some restraint upon them 
out of the way and clutch imperial or un- 
restricted power they almost invariably 
find a reason to justify them or soothe 
'their conscience for -what they do. 


We suppose the Austrian people were 


rather glad to be rid of the constitution 
•when* it was suspended. 
Constitutions 


some time are cumbersome and oft time 
burdensome. 
What responsibilities are 


not? 


But the constitution although it occa- 


sionally chafed was the insurance of the 
people's liberty. When it went the Aus- 
trian people were back exactly where 
they -were a thousand years ago when 
dukes bartered and traded them with each 
other. So much for what the Austrians 
might learn about a constitution. 


Now it may be profitable to turn to 


France and consider her reactions to the 
way she has treated her Austrian neigh- 
bor. 
It has been French diplomacy to 


keep Austria under the heel, to weaken 
her and exploit her. Has France gone too 
far with the process? Have French con- 
tinental policies ground Austria so small 
that she becomes of no consequence in a 
material way and yet will be eventually 
absorbed by more powerful neighbors, just 
exactly what France feared most? 


It is now evident more than e\vr that 


the Treaty of Versailles was a bungle in 
respect to Austria-Hungry even as much 
as it was to Germany. When it cut Ger- 
' many up in order to make her weak it 
planted the seed of Hitlerism. 
When it 


cut Austria to ribbons in order to make 
her weak it created another sword for 
the Hitler it fostered in Germany. 


THE PRESIDENT SCORES 


Boss Pendergast of Kansas City, un- 


swerving supporter of the Administration, 
let it be known through his agent, Senator 
Truman of Missouri, also unswerving sup- 
porter of the Administration, in the cozy 
and hushed manner that has become the 
mode with present day rulers, that Feder- 
al District Attorney Milligan down in 
Missouri .was a pernicious pest and was 
doing the Democratic party no good. 


Milligan was in truth a maverick. 
At 


least no boss had been able to brand him 


,_ or even get a collar around his throat. 
He had seen to the indictment of illegal 
voters. And what can a Boss do without 
illegal voters? 
He had even raged and 


pounded his desk when he ascertained 
that in Mr. Pendergast's most popular 
ward 23,524 votes were cast although the 
total population, including minors, was 
5,000 less.

President is clearly right, and in order 
to be so had to emphatically overrule his 
party leaders in a great state.

WAR CHICKENS 


Japanese chickens are coming home to 


roost. On Feb. 19 there was a big riot 
in Parliament at Tokyo, in which the 
speaker of the House was beaten and 
spokesmen, for 
the 
government party 


headed by Prince Konoye .were driven 
from the floor. On the following day the 
opposition continued, with leaders of the 
major'parties blocking discussion of the 
genera! mobilization bill. There was boo- 
ing, shouting and fist-fighting. 


These demonstrations are explained 


as intended to stop the Fascist regime 
which Konoye is accused of trying to es- 
tablish. They were preceded by the in- 
vasion of the headquarters of the two 
leading political parties by alleged hench- 
men of the premier. 


It is plain that the 
strong popular 


groups denied a right to participate in the 
government, in spite of repeated victories 
at the polls, are getting their courage up 
again. They are "fed up," as the English 
would say, with the conduct of the minor- 
ity group which swept them into war 
against China. 


They have probably been moved to 


action by the fact that the Chinese drive 
has not gone according to schedule. The 
war turns out to be longer, harder, more 
ambitious and more expensive than the 
public was led to expect. Casualties have 
risen above 260.000. of which one-third are 
fatal. The daily* arrival of several hun- 
dred dead soldiers for burial is depress-' 
ing. It grows harder to raise money, with 
the widening boycott against Japanese 
goods. 


There may still be hope for China. 


TERRITORY-GRABBERS 


Hitler gets his way in Austria, and 


Mussolini stands by and permits it. The 
last time Hitler threatened Austria, three 
or four years a*go, Mussolini moved an 
army to Brenner Pass, ready to help the 
Austrians if Hitler violated their terri- 
tory, and thereupon the Nazis withdrew. 


What has happened in the meantime? 


Hitler is stronger, but that fact alone 
would hardly explain it. 
Mussolini is 


probably no weaker than he was then, 
and in the meantime has made Italy an 
"empire." 
He is certainly no less am- 


bitious than he was. 


There is evidently an understanding 


between these two dictators. 
They may 


be counted on for teamwork. 
The Duce 


stands aside now while the Fuehrer takes 
Austria; next the Fuehrer will stand aside 
while the Duce takes something else. 


Suggestions come from Europe that 


what Mussolini wants next is a chunk of 
French territory in North Africa—Tunisia, 
adjoining Italian Libya on the west, just 
across the Mediterranean from the toe 
of the Italian boot, where American war- 
ships fought Barbary pirates a century 
ago. It is a rather valuable region and, 
with the island of Sicily as a stepping 
stone, would help to round out Italy's 
Mediterranean property. 


After that Hitler will take something 


else to the east, perhaps Czechoslovakia; 
then Mussolini will take something else to 
the south or southeast, perhaps Egypt or 
the Soudan—unless Britain fights—and 
so on. 


TOURISTS PREFER FEACE 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics-re- 


ports that foreign tourists spent $295,000,- 
000 in Canada last year while Canadian 
tourists spent $123,000,000 in other coun- 
tries. Both these estimates represent gen- 
erous gains over 1936, in every variety of 
touring. Travelers established new rec- 
ords at Canada's ocean ports, on railroad 
lines and in private automobiles. Motor 
tourists comprised the biggest group. 


This is international trade of a prof- 


itable sort, stimulating industries at home 
and abroad, and giving the travelers a 
\vholesome new slant on their own and 
other countries. It is a kind of foreign 
trade which some of the isolationist coun- 
tries have seemed 
to 
encourage, but 


which they have really hampered to some 
extent by strict regulation of money and 
spending and the close scrutiny of visitors. 
They discourage it. too, by their wars. 


Americans avoid large areas of Europe 


and Asia, but they are going in far great- 
er numbers than ever before to such 
peaceful areas as the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, Canada and South America.

SCARS 


Scientific first aid ss well as sub- 


sequent treatment of cuts, burns 
and other injuries or wounds is the 
best way to prevent scarring or ex- 
cessive or mutilaling scar forma- 
tion. 
Cuts about the face should 


have 
the 
most 
skilful surgical 


treatment 
available, 
immediately 


after the accident, for much de- 
pends upon the character of the 
first aid rendered and the manner 
in which the wound is stitched if 
stitches are necessary and dressed 
in the first few hours. Too often 
the counsel or service of the quali- 
fied plastic or sculptural surgeon 
is sought only after the lapse of 
days or weeks. 


Credulous folks sometimes apply 


foolish or actually harmful reme- 
dies to wounds or burns, without 
medical approval, because they so 
readily believe certain odd or mys- 
tic preparations will prevent scar 
formation. 


From time to time some one 


sincerely imagines or convincingly 
pretends to believe he or she has 
discovered a magic remedy to pre- 
vent scar formation or, even more, 
to "dissolve" or remove scar that 
has already formed. Some people 
still believe in fairies, ghosts and 
Santa Glaus. 


Scar tissue is fibrous tissue that 


has been laid down to replace de- 
stroyed cellular tissue. 
Once de- 


posited it remains forever, unless 
surgically excised. It may grad- 
ually shrink to some extent with 
the passing of years, but nothing 
can possibly remove or "dissolve" 
it or cause it to disappear except 
surgical obliteration or excision. X- 
ray trealment is one surgical meth- 
od which sometimes softens and 
smooths and improves the cosmetic 
appearance of a scar. 


Skilful surgical excision and re- 


pair of the wound is the best way 
to deal with overgrown or excessive 
and mullilating scar: often this in- 
volves skin grafting to aid in the 
healing. 


The paint described earlier (as a 


covering for white spots, leucoder- 
ma) may serve well to conceal 
scars which are nearly level with 
the surrounding skin surface. Pre- 
pare the paint yourself, as follows: 


Mix IJ ounces of zinc oxide, 1J 


ounces of powdered 
calamine, J 


ounce of glycerin. Enough water 
to make One Pint. Then add. drop 
by drop, with constant stirring, 
enough Ichthyol to give the paint 
a tint to match the normal skin. 
Usually from 10 to 60 drops of 
ichthyol will be sufficient. 


Label the preparation "Cosmetic 


Paint" and iise it to conceal white 
spots or any other blemishes that 
are unsightly. The paint washes off 
easily, and of course must be re- 
applied as often as needed.

The grinding machine seems to 


be the best bet yet in the fight 
against the quick-growing purple 
water hyacinth. These lilies form 
thick mats and in the navigable 
streams of the South. The mats are 
a menace. If a boat gets snagged In 
one, it's as bad as being frozen in- 
to ice. Chemicals have been used 
to fight the hyacinths—but they al- 
so kill cattle who drink the streams.

to the giinder. It 


moves downstream, or up, scoop- 
ing hyacinths up the broad tread- 


mill effect in front 
and dumping 


them into a hopper. When the plants 
have been ground to little pieces 
they arc ejected overboard.

PORCUPINE ON CAMP MENU

Y 


EARS ago, when logs 
were 


floated down the Jump river to 
the larger waters of the Chip- 


pewa river, in Wisconsin, thence 
to the saw mills for cutting, I used 
to accompany the river men and 
Indians in a big bateau to see the 
excitement of breaking up leg jams 
and watch the men ride the timber 
over the rapids when a big head 
of water was let out up strenm. 


Mealtime was naturally one of 


the outstanding features of the day. 
The cook outfit went on ahead and 
the river men floated down with,the 
logs until they reached the des- 
ignated spot 
for their mid-day 


meal-which was sometimes served 
after dark when things did not go 
right along the water route. 


Twenty-five years a0o frcah meat 


was found accessible on the hoof 
all along the river. Venison and 
game birds were served to the men 
regularly. 
However, some other 


forms of fresh 
meat also 
were 


served that were not on the bill of 
fare, namely, porcupine. Sure, I 
know-you naturally pucker up your 
nose, gulp and say "Nix for me." 


Young porkeys offer an accept- 


able variety to the menu and are 
generally excellent eating, though 
there are exceptions on account of 
season or feed. 
As there are no 


quills on the belly and the skin is 
quite loose, a porcupine is easily 
dressed. It should be hung up for 
several days before cooking, unless 
m hot weather. 
It may be either 


roasted or made into a stew, in the 
manner of rabbits, 
but must be 


parboiled at least a half hour to be 
tender.

It is a queer thing that many hus- 


bands who love their -wives tind it 
impossible to be just to them in the 
matter of money. We see this illus- 
trated on every side. Rich husbands 
who give their wives hundred-dol- 
lar purses that haven't even a lose 
quarter in them. 
Husbands who 


make- their .wives come to them 
like beggars for every penny, al- 
though they do the work of half .a 
dozen servants for them. Husbands 
like yours, who take their wives' 
money away from them just .as a 
matter of course and as if their 
wives were slaves who had to toil 
for them. 
. 


The husbands who treat their 


wives this way about money do «t 
on the assumption 
that there is 


some peculiarity about women that 
prevents them from desiring eco- 
nomic independence and that makes 
them' enjoy " being -mendicants. 
They know that they themselves 
could not endure going to even the 
most generous father and asking 
for carfare or the price of a pair of 
shoes. Nor would they work for 
anybody 
for 
their 
board 
and 


clothes. Nor would they submit to 
anybody robbing them of the mon- 
ey for which they had labored. But 
they think women like it. Or they 
say they think so. Yet every work- 
ing woman - in the world can tell 
you that the greatest thrill she ever 
had was when she got her first pay 
envelope and had her first dollar of 
her own. 


This view of men about women's 


attitude toward money makes the 
problem of the working wife a very 
acute one. For the' husband is not 
only too apt to keep his wife in a 
state of peonage by taking all of her 
earnings away from .her, but also 
to expect her to do all the house- 
work. It is a common spectacle to. 
see the Tired Business Man lolling 
in an easy chair reading the paper 
while the still more Tired Business 
Woman rushes around cleaning the 
house and getting the dinner to 
make him comfortable. 


Inasmuch as the laborer is worthy 


of his hire, even'if he is a she. and 
inasmuch as women crave financial 
independence as much as men do, it 
seems to me that a fair solution of 
the problem would be for the hus- 
band and wife to each take a cer- 
tain amount out of their earnings 
each month, said money to be the 
individual perquisite of said hus- 
band or wife, to be used as he or 
she pleased, with no questions ask- 
ed, and the balance of their joint 
salaries to go into a common fund 
out of which would be taken the 


necessary running expenses of the 
home. 


And if the husband's salary were 


larger than the wife's, it would be 
offset by the wife's work In the 
home and also by the fact that a 
husband is expected to support his 
wife. He should feel that he is lucky 
to have a wife who contributes at 
all financially to the family income. 


Dear Dorothy Dix—I am a man 


earning a comfortable though rtlod- 
est income, but my wife takes all 
of the heart out of me by her nag- 
ging and complaining about my 
work having taken us to a new 
town that she hates; about having 
had to.leave her old friends; about 
her not being able to have the 
things that rich people have; about 
the children getting the house dirty 
and how hard she has to work; 
about how troublesome the children 
are, and so on. -, She harps on all 
we don't have, never on the good 
things we do have. Can she be led 
away from this nagging to a hope- 
ful, joyous, contented attitude? My 
success and advancement in my 
job depend on my morale, and she 
is breaking that down.

day night "dictatorships will al- 
ways follow when there is not 
enough wealth to go around among 
the people." 


"Most people know," 
Governor 
LaFollette said, "that when there is 
plenty of food on the table mother 
and father encourage their children 
to cat and choose freely from what 
is before tlwm. A bountiful table 
produced by the honest labor of 
those -who enjoy it will mean a 
happy and contented family. But 
when the supply runs low parental 
discipline appears to make sure that 
each mouth gets a share of what- 
ever there is. When the supply runs 
too low most parents fight to feed 
their family. 


HiKh Standard Needed 


"That is why so many Americans 


are convinced that the ultimate fate 
of democratic institutions is deter- 
mined by the standard of living; 
that democracy is the inevitable re- 
sult of a high and secure standard 
of life, just as dictatorships will al- 
ways follow 
when there is not 


enough to go around." 


Asserting that use of material and 


human resources is the only way by 
which we can produce prosperity 
that will in turn* produce a stand- 
ard of living which will support 
and maintain democratic institu- 
tions, 
the 
governor 
declared: 
"'Share the wealth* movements— 
within nations or between nations 
—is inevitable if there is not 
enough to go around. But dividing 
too little wealth is not a substi- 
tute for producing enough wealth.

"The test of democratic govern-

. .-If our government fails to func- 
tion, no eulogy of democratic prin- 
ciples, no sentiment of loyalty to 
the great tradition we have inherit- 
ed from our fathers, will save it 
from destruction. An effectual gov- 
ernment is not merely desirable, it 
is absolutely inescapable," the gov- 
ernor said.
